LAKE GEORGE. NY. <AP) 
— A twin-engine Mohawk Air­ 
lines plane smashed into foggy 
Pilot Knob Mountain in a ball of 
fire Wednesday evening, killing 
all 14 persons aboard. 
Mohawk identified the crew 
today as pilot Raymond Houri - 
ban of Dover, NH., 
co-pilot 
John P. Morrow. 31, of Orchard 
Park, 
N.Y., 
and 
stewardess 
Anne M. Miklochik, 23, of Kings­ 
bury Park.

State police closed off the 
crash site before starting their 
search for bodies of the ll pas- 
gengers and three crewmen. 
The cause of the crash on the 
1,078-foot Adirondack Mountain 
peak was not immediately pin­ 
pointed.

property between the Flat Rock 
and Gibraltar School Districts. 
The county school district had 
denied a request by Flat Rock 
that the land in dispute be trans­ 
ferred to it from the Gibraltar 
School District. 
Ford M oor Co. is construct­ 
ing a $125 million plant on the 
property. 
At present,

Board members were told the 
property is about evenly divided 
between the two districts. If 
both are able to tax the new' 
plant, board members were ad­ 
vised, the tax base per pupil of 
the two school diisitricts would 
be about equal. 
The hot issue had been be­ 
fore the board twice previously. 
Board members delayed a deci­ 
sion at previous meetings, ask­ 
ing for more information.

lege at Dowagiac was author­ 
ized to offer courses outside its 
district, at the Paw Paw Com­ 
munity Schools in Van Buren 
County.

Draft Call Seen 


WASHINGTON IAP) - De­ 
fense officials say they are con­ 
fident the projected 35,000-man 
draft call for January can be 
lowered. 
The drop is possible, they in­ 
dicated, because the overall size 
of U.S. armed forces is being re­ 
duced and the rate of new vol­ 
unteers has been satisfactory. 
A new random draft lottery 
system probably goes into effect 
in January, replacing the sys­ 
tem of inducting men from the 
19-26 age group, with the oldest 
called first. 
The Senate Wednesday com­ 
pleted congressional action on 
administration-requested 
legis- 
; lation permitting President Nix­ 
on to order the lottery mechan­ 
ism into effect. He is expected 
to sign the bill without delay. 
After a transitional year, only 
19-year-olds will be vulnerable 
for induction. During that first 
I year all qualified men between 
19 and 26 will be subject to the 
draft so that nobody will get a 
free ride.

Krinock, assigned in Septem­ 
ber to study 
the 
Recorder’s 
Court 
congestion 
which 
may 
leave a defendant in jail for 
three months before trial, ex­ 
plained that his plan was sub­ 
mitted as an immediate six- 
month experiment. 
“This will provide an oppor­ 
tunity to observe court reorgan­ 
ization in Wayne County and 
evaluate it before the Legisla­ 
ture enacts a permanent reor­ 
ganization,’* the 
legal 
expert 
said. 
Under Krinock’s plan, the De­ 
troit 
Recorder’s Court would 
become a “felony division,’’ and 
would have 21 judges, including 
ten of the present 15 Recorder’s 
judges. Another nine for that 
division would be transferred 
from Circuit Court benches and 
two would come from Traffic 
Court. 
A “civil division” to be housed 
in Detroit’s City-County build­ 
ing. would have 18 members 
and handle all civil

Vietnam protests in the United States con­ 
tinue. growing seemingly stronger each month, 
but those protests have centered largely on U. S. 
involvement in the war. Since the bombing of 
North Vietnam — a former rallying point — 
was halted shortlv before the Presidential elec­ 
tion a year ago. little has been said about the 
conduct of the war. 
Now comes Ronald Ridenhour. 22. a former 
Infantryman in Vietnam who is nresentlv a 
sophomore at Claremont Men’s College. Clare­ 
mont. Calif., with a storv that h u n d r e d s of Viet­ 
namese civilians were slaughtered by American 
soldiers in an engagement over a year and a 
half ago. 
“I did not witness the killings, but I know 
a lot of peonle who had been there and they told 
me about it,” he said.

Pentagon sources report around IOO death* 
may have occured when U. S. troops moved 
through a series of hamlets in an area known 
to be a Viet Cong stronghold. Col. Ton That 
Khien. chief 5v>uth Vietnamese official of Qua^g 
Ngai province where the alleged massacre sup­ 
posedly took place, said civilians mav have been 
killed in the operation in Song My Village May 
16, 1968. but they would have been unfortunate 
victims of the war. Newsweek magazine said 
567 civilians were killed, the same number as 
the reputable New York Times reoorted. Song 
My is about the same distance and direction from 
Quang Ngai City where the U. S. Command, in 
a war dispatch, reported 128 Viet Cong were 
killed. 
The Daily Press published that dispatch, 
provided by the Associated Press, on the front 
page March 16, 1968. It didn’t draw much atten­ 
tion. March 16. 1968. was the date selected by 
the late Robert F. Kennedy to announce his can­ 
didacy for the Democratic presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
"V. S. Infantrymen, in a hide-and-seek fight 
through rice paddies and sand dunes along the 
central coast, killed 128 Viet Cong guerillas, the 
V. S. Command said.” according to the AP. “A 
spokesman said a company of the lith Light In­ 
fantry Brigade, sweeping into an area that had 
been bombarded minutes earlier, tangled with 
guerillas this morning. A second company was 
dropped by helicopters two miles to the north an 
hour later and heavy fighting broke out as the 
guerillas tried to escape the tightening vise.

The first reaction is that the murder story 
is incredible: that American soldiers could not 
have perpetrated such an attrocitv. But an army 
investigation is underway. One officer has been 
charged. The news reports hang together. The 
Army has mislead the American public before. 
And so there is doubt. 
The war in Vietnam — without debating the 
merits of U. S. involvement — is a difficult 
war. Combat is hit-and-run, now-you-see-them- 
now-you-don’t tvpe. .Soldiers aren’t sure who is 
the enemy or where to find him. 
In this type of war — in any war — civil­ 
ians will be wounded and killed. Vietnamese vil­ 
lages have been strafed and rocketed by mistake 
by Air Force jets. Indeed, American positions 
have been attacked by their own planes. In these 
instances, loss of life often is great. 
But the killing of 567 civilians in a ground 
engagement as reported by Newsweek and the 
New York Times seems incredible. If that many 
died, it was no accident. And if that is the way 
of the Vietnam war, the arguments for getting 
out are stronger than ever.

A Visitor s Warning 
Over the years foreign visitors to the Unit­ 
ed States have made some of the most percep­ 
tive observations of American character and 
American politics. 
We are indebted to Alexis De Tocqueville, 
a Frenchman, for recording in unusual depth the 
spirit of young America in the 1830s. With re­ 
markable phophecy, he detected the beginnings 
of a great and powerful nation. 
DeToqueville has his modem counterparts 
in the foreign intellectuals who analyze America 
today, knowing that what occurs here may have 
worldwide ramifications. One of them is a dis­ 
tinguished Austrian, Erie Von Kuehnelt-Leddihn 
— an author, lecturer, and world traveler who 
visits the United States each year. 
Kuehnelt-Leddihn contends that a funda­ 
mental change is occurring in American politics. 
He believes American politics, traditionally non­ 
ideological compared to European politics, is in 
the process of becoming ideologized. Broad con­ 
sensus on a great many issues, foreign and do­ 
mestic, is disappearing as diametrically opposed 
groups clash. 
It is too early, Kuehnelt-I>eddihn says, to 
tell whether this change will produce a new and 
hopeful age or lead to something evil. 
What could give it a decidedly evil turn, 
he fears, would be American withdrawal of an 
undefeated army from Vietnam under pressure 
from anti-war clamor at home. 
Withdrawal under such conditions, Kueh- 
nelt-I>eddihn asserts, could “lay the groundwork 
for an American Fascism.” When the message 
finally registered with the American people that 
35,000 men had died in vain and that the war 
had been lost not in Vietnam but at home, the 
demands for punishment of guilty parties might 
become irresistible. 
It is under such conditions that dictator­ 
ships come to power. 
It is possible that Kuehnelt-Leddihn under­ 
estimates the ability of the American system to 
survive stresses and strains, but it would be un­ 
wise to discount the consequences of which he 
warns. Surely humiliation in war would test our 
system as it has never been tested before. 
We wonder if the people demonstrating for 
unilateral American withdrawal have thought 
through the possible results of their actions. It 
would appear they have not, for the course they 
advocate could threaten America’s democratic 
republic.

Raps Whites For 


Conservatism 


D ET RO IT (A P )—In an annu­ 
al report less activist than last 
year’s, New Detroit, Inc. Waists 
middle-class white citizens for 
their essential conservatism . 
But in a controversial closing 
statement to the report pub-; 
lished today, authors of the 40- 
page document assert progress 
in the last 18 months shows 
“ accomplishment 
beyond 
that 
called for in early 1968.” 
New Detroit, Inc;, is a private­ 
ly funded civic group, created 
after tile 1967 Detroit rio t aimed 
at promoting racial harmony. 
The blue-ribbon 
panel guiding 
the effort was appointed by Gov. 
W illiam 
M illiken and Detroit 
M ayor Jerom e Cavanagh. 
The annual report was to have 
been 
published last 
summer, 
but it was postponed because 
some trustees felt the report 
was too negative while others 
rejected it as being too optim is­ 
tic. 


In painting to the d ifficu lt 
problems still ahead for the or­ 
ganization, its chairm an, Max 
Fisher asked, “ How do we get 
the empathy of suburbia and the 
rural community for the plight 
af an Miner city school? How do 
we get real equal employment 
practices 
if the 
company 
is 
committed but the foreman is 
not?” 
The report seemed to spike 
rumors that New Detroit m ight 
fade away in coming years as 
the high-powered business and 
civic executives became tired 
with D etroit’s urban problems. 
“ We are prepared 
to give 
years and years of effort to 
complex problems that w ill not 
give in to quick and easy solu­ 
tions,” Fisher said. 
The report said the organiza­ 
tion failed in farcing the Detroit 
Police Department to 
recruit 
more black officers. 
It also noted that New Detroit 
trustees had failed to 
idorse 
privately its public pui-ge that 
they would follow an equal op­ 
portunity policy or. any real es­ 
tate sales made by their own 
organizations, 
“ To date, only the University 
of Detroit, headed by the Rev. 
Father Malcolm Carroll (a New 
Detroit trustee) has followed up 
with a form al policy statement” 
endorsing the equal opportuni­ 
ties policy, the authors said. 
The 1968 report drew criticism 
for support of Detroit Record­ 
er’s Court Judge George W. 
Crockett Jr . The 1969 publica­ 
tion again strongly defends the 
controversial 
judge 
who han­ 
dled the storm y legal 
battle 
which followed the slaying of a 
Detroit policeman by Wack m ili­ 
tants M arch 29.

DEARBORN (AP) — Detroit 
Recorder’s Judge G e o r g e W. 
Crockett Jr., a controversial Ne­ 
gro jurist, says “integration, in­ 
termingling and interm arriage” 
will go further toward solving 
racial problems than black sep­ 
aratism or rioting. 
Crockett spoke Wednesday at

“The depths of my thanks to 
j him I cannot adequately ex­ 
press,” said one that was writ­ 
ten by Mrs. Rose Kennedy, Jo­ 
seph’s wife of 55 years, “but I 
j should like to repeat to you 
what I have often said in prayer 
in the middle of the night as 
well as in the middle of the day:

O my God, 
with all my heart, for all Thou 
hast done for me. I thank Thee

Deer season opened last weekend w i t h perfect hunting 
weather. Throughout the Escanaba-Gladstone area light snow s 
covered the ground and opening weekend success was higher 
than expected. 
Then the warm weather and light rains came and washed 
the good tracking snow away. Since then, hunting success has 
dropped. The deer have moved back into the woods or I should 
say — the swamps and bedded down. 
According to Department of Natural Resources releases the 
deer kill so far this season is running about the same as last. 
As of early Wednesday morning, 1.717 deer had been brought 
across the Mackinac Bridge. Last year, 1,715 deer crossed the 
bridge dialing the same period. 
Biologists working the DNR’s checking stations figure that 
this season, so tar, could only be termed a moderate success. 
They also reported that the northern rains had made getting 
out in the woods too uncomfortable for big city hunters. U. P. 
DNR officials agree with the biologists saying that most Lower 
Peninsula hunters have left the U. P. and returned home. 
Conservation officers, as of Wednesday, have made 250 
deer hunting violation arrests this year compared with over 300 
arrests during the same period last deer season Most of these 
arrests were not for poaching, officers noted. 
Many deer hunters have been cited for carrying a loaded 
gun in their car. Others have been arrested for failing to dis­ 
play a deer tag on their back. 
Pesticides and DDT have been added to the game biolo­ 
gists check list for this season. The DNR says it plans to take 
fat samples from over 2 0 0 deer this year in order to study the 
presence, if any, of DDT, Dieldrin and other persistent pesti­ 
cides. 
Who knows, maybe the deer you’re shooting this year are 
as full of pesticides as the coho salmon anglers catch. If they are 
maybe some restaurants will feel guilty and stop using illegal 
venison in their hamburgers. 
In addition, game biologists at these checking stations will 
also be noting age. physical condition, and any other informa­ 
tion which could help them with future game management. 
Those crazy guvs in their red jackets must be using their 
compasses this year. State Police, the DNR law offices, and 
local law officials report that fewer hunters have been lost so 
far this year than last. Keep up the good work fellows.

Status Symbol Today?

NEW YORK (AP* — Years 
ago, saki Joe Gallagher, a ci­ 
gar-smoking Hoosier business­ 
man. it was a prestige symbol 
around the Midwest to own an 
interest in an oil well. "Now the 
status symbol is to have a for­ 
eign investment.” 
Well, perhaps not quite. But 
Gallagher is talking up the idea 
with scores of businessmen in 
Indiana 
and adjoining states, 
and more than 50 of them have 
made the plunge. A lot more are 
likely to follow. 
Among the consequences of 
their investments are: sizable 
returns, a boost to the econo­ 
mies of underdeveloped nations, 
and a future dividend of good 
will for Uncle Sam. 
Investments Encouraged 
Meeting prospective investors 
at athletic events, country clubs 
and social occasions, the intense 
but easy-talking Gallagher al­ 
ready has encouraged invest­ 
ments in a quinine plant, a flour 
silo and a dairy in Bolivia. 
He and his associates have 
been awarded oil concessions in 
Togo and Ghana. They are now 
negotiating the construction of a 
plant to make inexpensive pota­ 
ble water in Dahomey, West Af­ 
rica. And plans are being devel­ 
oped to erect and operate soft 
ice cream companies in South 
America and Africa. 
Operations Unique 
Many 
things 
about 
Galla­ 
gher’s operations are unique. 
but two factors stand out: 
—So far all the projects have 
been in underdeveloped nations, 
and this policy will continue. To 
date. Gallagher says. he has 
found no direct competitors. 
—So far all the money has 
come from small- and medium­ 
sized Midwest businessmen, and 
so long as Gallagher, 46, can 
continue talking-*and he does 
that effortlessly—it will contin­ 
ue to come from these people, 
once thought of as insular and
